| return during this Seſſion of Parliament. P2ovided, That it may be permitted koꝛ any Papiſt, 02 
- reputed Papiſt, to return unto the Cities 02 Burrongh afozeſaid, who fail firſt obtain a Licence therefoze under the 
Hands of any Sir of the Loꝛds of Our Pꝛivy Council; And that We would ve pleaſed to give Oꝛder to the Quarter 
 Selfions, That they give in unto Us an Account of what Honſholders now are within the Cities 02 Burrough 
akoꝛelaid, and Five Miles thercof, who are of that Pzofeſfion ; And that the Quarter Seſſions do Adjourn them-

ſelves from time to time foꝛ that purpole. Which Addꝛels of theirs We have ſerioufly Conſidered, and do with much 
Contentment and Satisfaction Accept; And as We have always manifeſted Our Zeal foz the Pꝛelervation of the 
True Religion Eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom, and to hinder the Gꝛowth and Encreaſe of the Popiſh Religion, ſo Me 
are now ready upon this Occaſion to pzevent all Fears and Dangers that may arile by the Concourſe of perſons of that 
| Pzofeſſion, in 02 near Our Cities of London 02 Weſtminſter. We therefoze, by this Our Royal P2oclamation, do 
ſtraightiy Command and Require all Papiſts, and reputed Papiſts, who now are, oz remain within Five Miles of 
Our Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oz Burrough of Southwark, not being Houlholders, noz attending any Peer of 
Pros Realm, as a Penial Servant, That they do befoze, oꝛ upon Monday next at the fartheſt, being the Nineteenth 
of this inſtant January, repair to their reſpective Dwellings, oz depart Ten Miles from the Cities and Burrough 
” afozeſaid: And, That they, no2 any of them do pꝛelume to return during the Sitting of Parliament, as the 
will anſwer the contrary at their Perils. Provided always, That this Our Pꝛoclamation (hall not extend to 
- P2ohibit any Papiſt, oz reputed Papiſt, from returning unto the Cities oꝛ Burrough Mo:eſaid, who hall firſt 
obtain Licence therefoze under the Hands of any Sir of the Loꝛds of Pur Pꝛivy Council. And We do hereby 3 
- further Charge and Command Dur Juſtices of the Peace, of and foꝛ Our Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and 1 
; foꝛ Our ſeveral Counties of Middleſex, Surrey, Kent ànd Eſſex, That at their nert Quarter Seſſions to be holden foz 1 
the ſaid reſpective Cities and Counties, They make diligent Enquiry within their reſpective Jurisdictions, and give 
in unto Us an Account of what Houlholders now are Within the Cities oꝛ Burrough' afozeſaid, oz within Five 
"Miles thereof, who are of that Pzofeſſion; And that they do cauſe the laid Quarter Seſſions to be Adjourn- 


rd from time to time koꝛ that purpoſe, as occaſion hall recmire.
